ſaid Towne,ſcemed to withdraw his forces in- 
to LA7rtoys againe, and departing from News. 
caſtle, went ouer the riuer of Some 1n Picardte, 
which. when the king did vnderſtand, difmil- 
ſed a great part of his forces, and gaue them 
leaue to withdraw themſclues to their owne 
houſes. The Prince of Parma: having ta- 
ken notice thereof by his intelligencers : ſud- 
denly thought to haue ſurpriſed the king , and 
his armic lying before Roan, and the King be- 
ing gone.to Deepe the eight day of Aprill, 
news wer brought to fir Roger Williams,by one 
who had ſcrued ſir 7 howmas Morgan, that the

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prince of P4armz had fully determined and pur. 
poſed tolodge in Darxetalion Monday being 
che tenth of the ſaide moneth : wherevpon 
alwell as vpon other aduertiſements, Sir Roger 
Williams diſpatched in all haſt letters vnto his 
Maicſtie,who at the reccit therof prefently the 
next day in the enening repaired to the Camp 
then before Roas : and at his arriuall ſent the 
Duke of Boillsn, otherwiſe the vicount of T o«- 
74ine with eight hundred horſes todifcoucr the 
enemy. The Duke brought newes to the king 
of the enemicsneere approch,very early in the 
morning, being thetenth of the ſaid moneth. 
the king riding to the ſhippes that 
hy intheriuer onthe fideot New-haven ſet ſuch 
ordervntothem' as ſeemed moſte mecte vnto 
his maieftie, and cauſing fire to be put in Cr0- 
chet,being the place where the ſhippes lay,ſent 
and diſpatched certaine chiefe officers. of the 
armte, to withdraw the ſiedge from Roar, & to 
retire towards Poxt de L' Arches,all which being 
done as the king had appointed himfelte,hys 
Maicſtic gathered a head of all his forces, be- 
eweene the tenth of April, and thefifteenth of 
thefayd moneth. 
The fiftcenth day of Aprill , the king began 
to martch with ſuche forces as were come of 
ſtrangers,and his other nobilitie towardes the 
cnemy , and quartered the ſame nightin Fox- 
Jaine Le Bowrg, three leagues from Roan, _ 
cight

eight leagues or thereabout frem the Prince ct 
Parma his Campe. 

Thefixtecnth of the ſaid moneth, the king 
hauing appointed his Rendeuous aLouta Lea- 
gue anda halte from zng/enrllein a great plain 
neere a Winde-mill : his forccs failed not to 
finde his Maicſtic atthe place appointed : and 
marching thither in batte]Iaray : the number 
of the horſemen were in fight at the leaſt be. 
tweene ſeuen and eight thouſand hotfes , and 
dbout 16000. footmen beſides the trouprs of 
the Duke Honpenſicr, and the Marthiall a 4- 
mons, who were expcaed to meere the king at 
the next Rendeuous,the 17. of Aprill;and were 
at Pont de F Arches the 15. of the ſaid moneth. 

The Baron Biroz, being ſent by the king, to 
liein Ambnſcado with twelue hundred hotles, 
berweene New-hanca, and the Duke of Parma 
his armie, diſcomhited a certaine conuoy com- 
mingtrom the Gouernour of New-hawcn , and 
ſent the 16. of Aprill late in the cueryng, ſome 
Waggons with prouifion of warre,and fix Spa- 
aiards, priſoners to the king. 

The Kinge marcheth towardes the Encmie 
with twentte peeces of Ordinanceas wel great 
as ſmall, and the ſ1xtcenth daye of Aprill caw- 
ſed them to be diſcharged at his arrivall at 4»- 
ecuille,lis quarter that might being fiuc leagues 

rom the Princes Campe, to giue notice of his 
comming to them of Cangebeck. 
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Vituals were ſomwhat ſcarce in our camp; 
bicauſe Diep was ſhut vppe and nothing could 
come thence, by reaſon of the Prince of Parma 
his marching betweene our Armie and the 
laid towne, but aſlooneas the Kinge had ſent 
a Conuoy from his quarter, victuales and all 
other munition were ſent by the gouernor of 
Duptoour Campe. 

Thekinges ſhips hauc hindered the Prince 
of Parma tor plantynge his Ordinance to 
batter the towne of Cavdebeck, and haue had a 
fight with certaine veſlclles laden with Wine, 
& other prouiſton of war to rclicue the prince 
of Parma, and hauing taken ſome and ſunk the 
reſt, ſent thoſe that were taken into Diep. 

The kinge hath ſtopped the pallage where 
the Prince of Parma entred firite into Frawnce, 
with fiuethouſand horſles, vader the leading 
and conduct of the duke Longnew!e:andiin tor- 
ces, courage,& magnanimitie, is very forward 
God be thanked to incounter his enimic.

Thekinge vnderſtandinge by diuers of his 
ſpies, how that the Prince of Parma had lefre 
ſome of his companies in ſcuerall villages, thi- 
- thertheking made and hath ſlaine them all, a- 


mong the which the Duke of Parmaes = is 
aine, 
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flaine,it is crediblie reported alſo that the duke 
himſelfe is ſhot into the armelieng before Cau- 
debeck. They of New-hazen did ſend outtwelue 
veſlels, in ech veffella hundreth men to cleare 
theriuer,and to conuey wine and other necel- 
ſaries tor warre to the Duke of Parma, but the 
Hollanders that lie thereand keepe it torthe K. 
did ſo mightilie reſiſt them, that of the Hollax- 
ders Admirall there is but twelue men lefte a- 
live, and ſome of the twelue veſlelles are ouer- 
throwne, and other ſome taken, and thoſe that 
be taken are brought to Dzep and the marchan- 
dize ſolde there and all their men flaine. The 
king looks daily for more companies to come 
to helpe him. The Duke of Parmaisnowe at 
T ankauille, whiche is about cight miles from 
Newhauenand the kinge is at Tzerot, whiche is 
about ſixe miles from T ankeuille, keeping the 
waic from Roane, Diep, and Caudebeck. All the 
kings peo pleare fully determined to fight the 
battaile, if they can any waie get their enimies 
toit: anditis verilie thought that if the Duke 
of Parma doo not find the better meanes to re- 
tire the ſooner, hee is like to remaine incloſed 
and therefore it is thoughte the Duke dooeth 
drawe himſclfe toward Newhauen, there 
to xecciue more ſuccour, or elſe 
togetaway by Sea." 
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
